In th at y ear, Liberal rev olu tion s 
brok e ou t in all the cou n tries of 
Cen tral Eu rope, in clu din g Au stria. 
Mettern ich, the chief min ister of 
Au stria, had ju st passed away . 
He 
had been an u n compromisin g en e­ 
my of democratic an d con stitu tion al 
g ov ern men t. 
He believ ed in div in e 
rig ht absolu te mon archy . 
"In the y ear that Fran cis Joseph 
took the thron e the people in Au s­ 
tria arose an d set u p a repu blic 
an d the people in H u n g ary rev olted 
ag ain st Au strian ru le.

stored.

an d tradition s.

n orth of Au stria H u n g ary an d earn ­ 
in g arou n d on the east an d sou th

Bohemian s. 
Slov ak ian s,

man ian s, Serbian s, Bosn ian s, Croa­ 
tian * an d Italian s. 
Most of these 
su bject peoples wore Slav s. 
They 
were at times cru elly oppressed by

ru le an d felt that the n ex t step 
wou ld be for A u stria to an n ex Ser­ 
bia. 
These plan s of Fran cis F e r­ 
din an d an d other plan s an d acts of 
Au stria toward 
Serbia

v ery bitter hatred both way s. 
“In Ju n e, 1914. it was learn ed that 
Fran cis 
Ferdin an d

wou ld mak e a v isit to Sarajev o, the 
old capital of Bosn ia, which had 
been arbitrarily an n ex ed to Au stria 
In 19 38, 
Sarajev o is across the 
bou n dary lin e of Serbia on ly a short 
distan ce. 
Fran cis Ferdin an d was 
mak in g this v isit for the pu rpose 
of win n in g these peoples to his 
su pport. 
Two 
y ou n g 
Serbian s 
plan n ed his mu rder an d su cceeded 
in carry in g it ou t on Ju n e 28, 1914. 
This was the immediate cau se of 
the war. 
“I hav e g iv en rather fu lly this 
back g rou n d in order that y ou may 
see two thin g s: First, the motiv e 
for the mu rder; secon d, that y ou 
may see how this mu rder prov ok ed 
the World war. 
The on e qu estion 
discu ssed most sin ce then to the 
presen t day , 16 y ears later, is who 
was respon sible for

war. 
We all k n ow an d ag ree on 
the real cau ses bu t who is or was 
respon sible for beg in n in g it is still

qu estion , 
thou g h 
pretty 
well 
ag reed u pon n ow. 
I thin k it will 
be in terestin g to y ou to u n derstan d 
the three s t a g e s throu g h which this 
discu ssion has g on e, an d the three 
sides of historical writers who hav e 
written on the su bject. 
“The first g rou p of writers were 
those who wrote du rin g the war 
an d immediately followin g . 
They 
all wrote u n der the heat of war 
hy steria, 
preju dices 
an d 
hatreds, 
with the first ®lm to ju stify their 
own cou n tries an d pu t the blame on 
the other fellow s. They wrote with­ 
ou t hav in g the facts on the other 
side, an d n ot on ly did n ot wan t 
the facts bu t in man y cases delib­ 
erately misrepresen ted facts. 
“Early in the w ar each of the 
leadin g n ation s pu blished an official 
book Ju stify in g itself. 
These book s 
were for home con su mption . 
Au s­ 
tria, pu blished the Red Rook , Ru s­ 
sia the Oran g e Book , Fran ce the 
Yellow Book , Un ited States the Red, 
White an d Blu e Book s, En g lan d an d 
German y 
also 
pu blished 
book s. 
These book s g ot their n ames from 
the color of the bin din g . 
On the 
side of the Allies all the book s 
■g reed that German y was the sole 
au se of the war. 
On the side of 
I he Cen tral powers it was u n an i­ 
m ou s l y a g r e e d that Ru ssia, Fran ce 
an d En g lan d cau sed the war, with 
Ru ssia the big g est sin n er. 
“The Allies pu t a prov ision in the 
treaty with German y at the en d of 
the w r which reads: ‘The Allies 
assert an d German y accepts the re­ 
spon sibility of herself an d her allies 
for a!! the loss an d damag e to which 
the allied an d associated powers an d 
their n ation als hav e been su bjected 
as a con sequ en ce of the war im ­ 
posed u pon them by German y an d 
her Allies.' 
This pu t the fu ll re­ 
spon sibility on German y . 
She re ­ 
fu sed to « ig n su ch a con fession an d 
her first deleg ates retu rn ed home 
withou t sig n in g . 
The Allies then 
g av e German y an 
u ltim atu m 
to 
sig n on thr dotted lin e, an d Marshal 
Fo h beg an preparation s to In v ade 
German y . 
German y had to sig n . 
"The secon d set of writers wrote 
abou t 19 22-19 24. They claimed they 
had some n ew ev iden ce th at showed 
that German y was in n ocen t an d the 
Allies were g u ilty . 
They did hav e 
some n ew ev i len ce on the su bject, 
y ou will remember that in 1917 an d 
1918 rev olu tion s in Ru ssia an d Ger- 


rn an y an d A u stria respectiv ely , the 
rev olu tion ists 
ov erthrew 
the 
old 
g ov ern men t an d 
set u p Socialist 
repu blics. 
These 
Socialists 
were 
an x iou s to discredit the old g ov ern ­ 
men ts an d ru lers an d Ju stify them ­ 
selv es at home an d abroad. 
They 
decided the best way to do this was 
to do as Jefferson said in the Dec­ 
laration of In depen den ce, ‘Let the 
facts be su bmitted 
to 
a 
can did 
world.’ 
So they decided to pu blish 
to the world all the secret docu ­ 
men ts fou n d in the archiv es of the 
g ov ern men ts they had tak en ov er. 
Karl Kau tsk y , a scholarly German 
Socialist, pu blished all the corre­ 
spon den ce 
between 
the 
German 
g ov ern men t an d the other g ov ern ­ 
men ts. 
This in clu ded letters an d 
teleg rams receiv ed, copies of those 
sen t ou t. in stru ction s to diplomats 
an d reports from diplomats 
an d 
others. 
The Ru ssian s did the same 
thin g in Ru ssia. 
In Au stria a re ­ 
pu blic was set u p, the repu blican s 
there also pu blished all the A u s­ 
trian secret docu men ts. 
This was 
a g reat serv ice to the world. 
E n g ­ 
lan d, Fran ce an d Italy held their 
docu men ts secret. 
“The secon d set of writers larg e­ 
ly 
seized 
these 
docu men ts 
an d 
wrote 
histories 
based 
on 
them. 
They swerv ed to the ex treme the 
other way . 
Sin ce then En g lan d has 
au thorized 
Professor 
Goooh, 
an 
emin en t En g lish historian , to pu b- 
I lish the En g lish docu men ts. 
We 
n ow hav e access to docu men ts of 
Serbia, some In Fran ce an d more 
In Italy , y et these two cou n tries 
still k eep most of theirs u n der lock 
an d k ey . 
"Du rin g the last three or fou r 
y ears an other g rou p of historian s 
hav e g on e ov er 
these 
docu men ts 
an d hav e g iv en u s a more accu rate 
report on the respon sibility for the 
World war. 
“These 
docu men ts 
hav e 
been 
tran slated in to En g lish an d Fren ch 
an d are accessible to stu den ts In 
ou r larg er libraries. 
“In my n ex t talk I will rev iew the 
diplomatic mov emen ts 
in 
Eu rope 
from the m u rder of the Archdu k e 
to the ou tbreak of the w ar on e 
mon th later, an d show x v ho ts, a c ­ 
cordin g to the most reliable r e ­ 
search, respon sible for the ou tbreak 
of the World war."

W A G N E R 'S 
B IR T H 
On May 22, 1813, Wilhelm R ich­ 
ard W agner, the originator of the 
music drama, and one of the great­ 
est of mueicai noniuses, was b orn 
in Leipzig. 
Influenced as a b oy b y his read­ 
ings in Shakespeare, W agner, a t 
the age of 14, wrote a four-act 
tragedy. 
Later, falling under the 
spell of the music of W eb er and 
Beethov en, he decided he would 
learn music so that he could com­ 
pose a piece for his tragedy. 
In 1833, a t the age of 20, he b e­ 
came a professional musician, ac­ 
cepting the post of chorus m aster 
at W urzb urg. 
He diligently occu­ 
pied himself whiting lib rettes, b ut 
few of them sold. 
Impov erished 
as he was, he married Minna Plan­ 
er, an actress. 
When they went 
to England soon after their m ar­ 
riage W agner got inspiration for 
his 
"Flying 
Dutchman” 
in

tempestuous channel crossing. But

haueer, 
were 
not 
cordially 
re­ 
ceiv ed.
